Peter the 
Beards In Russia. 


RAZORS FOLLOWED THE TAX: 


When Heavy Fines Failed to Produce 
the Desired Result the Czar Had Bar- 
bers Seize His Subjects in the Streets 
and Mow Their Whiskers. 


Peter the Great on Dis return to 
Moscow lu 1699, after traveling through 
Germany. Holland and England, de- 
Wrinined to make his Russian subjecta 
buk ilke Europeans, for at that time, 
tu both appearance and manners, they 
Terembled the Asiatics. They were 
d iu long, robes reaching down 
to their ankles, gatbered In folds at the 
Waist und girded by a belt or sash, the 
wealthier classes wearigg garments of 
ricb materials, lined with costly furs, 
aud on thelr heads they wore a. high 
cap with n fur. border. 

They took a great pride in their 
long beards, which were combed out 
over their hreasts, and they reckoned 
them nor only an ornament to the 
face, but ^ distinction from the sur* 
rounding nentións, who were all clean 
shaved. y 

Peter began his reforms by ordering 
all the borars. or nobles, to appear at 
court in English dresses on pain of his 
dimplensure, and patterns of English 
coats were hung up at the gates of the 
city, und al! persons passing through 
the gates in thelr long habits bad to 
pay a tax or else bave their skirta cut 
ronnd by the knees. 

The poor peasants alone were er- 
empted from this rule. On the wearing 
of long beards a tax was imposed. but 
this measure only increased the czar’s 
revenue. for the people willingly paid 
the money that they might retain their 
cherished beards, 


Even thore who adopted the Engliah 
dress refused to submit to an act that 
they thought not only irreligions. bot 
fooliah, “for why," sald they. "de- 
prive the chiu- of its natura! covering 
fn a climate where the protection of 
fur collara ‘was necessary during ax 
months tn the year?” 

So, Gnding tares and fines useless, 
the czar resolved to convert hin sud- 
jetts to the new fashions by force. 

At the gutes of the -ity barbers were 
stationed, and all, except the peasants. 
who were allowed to retain their 
beards. were obliged to submit to à 
rapid shaving. in spite of entreaties 
and the offer of large bribes. ] 

And venerable gray beards migbt he 
meen scampering through the streets. 
pursued by the barbers, whom they 
fied from as they would from-hang- 
men, and when caught the poor run- 
aways frequently lost skin «s well as 
hair in thin rough way of shaving. 
The barbers were most likely Germans 
or English and probably enjoyed the 
panié they caused among the Russians. 

Bhaving bad at one time been de 
mounced by the clergy, and a beard 
at that time was looked upon as a sign 
of orthodoxy, so that native barbers 
would barve got but little custom. 
Those Russians who persisted In wear- 
ing their long caftans were obliged to 
knee! down, and their garments were 
ent off at the knees. Peter sometimes 
invited tbe nobles to his table and 
had them shaved in his presence, a 
process that some of them resisted, 
their faces suffering tn consequence. 

One day when the czar was ont 
walking be met an oid man coming 
from the barbers. Peter spoke kindiy 
to him. telling him that now he bad 
lost his beard he looked like a young 
man, Upon this the old man put his 
band into bis bosom and, drawing 
forth the beard that had beeh cot of 
and sbowing it to the czar, told him 
that he should preserve it and have it 
placed in bis coffin, that in the next 
world he might show it to Bt. Nicbolas 
to prove that he was a true Russian. 

Peter did vot confine his reforma to 
the men's babita. He also changed the 
dress of the Russian ladies; but, though 
the new costume may have been more 
conveolent, it was cettainly not #0 
quaint or picturesque ab the old one. 
The ladies of Russia lived tn oriental 
seclusion, seldom. appearing in pubiic 
and baving a separate part of the 
house appropriated to them, but the 
czar ordered that at all festivities or 
pablic entertainments women should 
be invited as well as men, bot that they 
wust all appear in English dresses. 

Whether all of Peter's changes in 
costume were for the better may be 
Gonbted, for before his time stays were 
unknown in Rusalia. and when be first 
visited the German court and war 
Ganciog with the ladies be mistook 
their whale hone corsets for their 
bodies and complained that the Ger. 
wan ladies had much hard bones!—tHt.

MRS. GERTRUDE RAYNE 


Merdered— Body Found in Berniag Hose 
Open Verdict By Coroner. 


News reached here on Friday morn- 
ing of the murder of Mrs. Gertrude 
Bayne at ber home in Powelville this 
county, 

According to tbe accounts given it 
is alleged that Mrs. Rayne after a 
quarrel with her husband Mr, Lem- 
wel Rayne, went to the home of 
a neighbor, Mr. Lynn Davis and 
spent the night, returning to her 
home abomt five o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Mr. Rayne having spent tbe 
night in bis store. 

Mr. Will Jones, on going to work, 
saw, flames bursting from the house 
and rushed in, firat discovering the 
murder, Mr, Rayne had seen smoke 
coming from his house and called Mr 
Davia and rushed upto the house 
supposing it afre, They assisted in 
drawing the body out. It is said that 
Mrs. Rayne was still alive when they 
got her eut. It is presumed that her 
murderer after committing the crime 
attempted to hide it by setting the 
house on fire. The murder was done 
with nome blunt instrument. 

The State’s Attorney, Mr. Bell, aud 
Bheriff Hoy Smith, roshed out to the 
scono as soou as the news reached this 
City. A coroner’s inquest was called 
at once. It is not definitely known 
who comm'!tted the murder but it iu 
understood that the authorities have 
good clues and may make an arrest at 
any time. Mra. Rayne was formerly 
the wife of Mr. Noah Olark, of this 
City, from whom she was divorced 
She was the daughter of Mr. James 
Patey, of this Connty. 

The authorities have arrested Ben, 
T. Davis, of Powellville, on the sus- 
pſolon of knowing something of the 
murder. It ia stated that a boy saw 
Mr. Davis leaving the neighborhood | 
aud go in the wooda. Mr, Davis was 
apprehended by Sheriff mit on his 
way home from Willards where he 
had driven esrlier in the day: The 
coroner’s Jury whioh sat in the case 
brought in an open verdict.

mum milk flow are ideal. These con: 
ditions, however, do not last very 
long. 

The silo Gomes as near to supplying 
the Ideal conditions as anything that 
can be found, and it is available every 
day in the year. It provides a uniform 
feed for every one of the twelve 
months. 

Highly sensitive dairy cows resent 
any sudden or violent change in feed, 
and will show it by a decreased milk 
flow, The change from fall pasture 
to dry feed is always followed by a 
shrinkage in the milk. 

In changing from the pasture to the 
silage, the change is not so great, and 
often the cows increase the flow of 
milk when started on silage. Several 
dairymen have recently made the 
statement that the incerased profits 
paid for the silo the first year. 


DAIRY NOTES 


Cows that are on pasture should 
have free access to salt. ' 

Don't hesitate to increase the grain 
ration to keep up the milk flow.

With soiling crops and some grain 
the dairy herd should maintain a prof- 
itable production,
